However, the distribution 
list given us by A®3 does suggest & possibility that some copies 
of the Survey ’oay be going to libraries and Institutions where 
personnel not specifically cleared for SECRET materials may have 
access to then. 

4. Dr. Walter P. Qolby, Director of Intelligence for the 
ABC, has asked that we look into the situation and either con- 
firm or modify the existing arrangements and policy.
